DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art 
are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to 
a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-5 and 8-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over the Applicant's admitted prior art in view of Schroderus (WO 9962283) and further 
in view of Hoogerwerf et al (US 5,819,171). 

Regarding claims 1 , the Applicant's admitted prior art teaches a method of 
recovering a dropped call in a mobile station (see the Applicant's Background of The 
Invention, page 2 lines 1-5), comprising the steps of: determining whether two 
consecutive good frames have been received on a traffic channel that was 
disconnected to determine if the disconnected traffic channel has been recovered when 
the dropped call (see the Applicant's Background of The Invention, page 4 lines 2-7), 
searching an adjacent base station whose signal arrives at the mobile station with a 
greater received signal strength using a searcher (see the Applicant's Background of 
The Invention, page 4 lines 4-7), while the determining step is performed (also see the 
Applicant's Background of The Invention, page 4 lines 4-11), requesting a traffic 
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channel to the searched base station so that the traffic channel is assigned to the 
mobile station (see the Applicant's Background of The Invention, page 3 lines 8-17 and 
page 4 lines 4-11), assigning to the mobile station a traffic channel by the searched 
base station (see the Applicant's Background of The Invention, page 4 lines 10-11), 
resuming the call on the traffic channel that is first available between a recovered traffic 
channel and the assigned traffic channel (see the Applicant's Background of The 
Invention, page 4 lines 10-11, in the Applicant's Background of The Invention, any traffic 
channel that is available for the first time reads on applicant's "traffic channel that is first 
available"). 

The Applicant's admitted prior art does not specifically disclose assigning a traffic 
channel by using a physical channel used for a data transmission service. 

Schroderus teaches assigning a traffic channel by using a physical channel (see 
Abstract, page 2, lines 32-34 and page 3, lines 18-19) used for a data transmission 
service (see page 1, lines 15-16 and page 1, lines 23-24). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to provide the above teaching of Schroderus into the 
system of the Applicant's admitted prior art in order to allow the mobile station to 
synchronize with a base station. 

The combination of the Applicant's admitted prior art and Schroderus does not 
specifically disclose determining a first available traffic channel between a record traffic 
channel and the assigned traffic channel. 
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Hoogerwerf teaches determining a first available traffic channel between a record 
traffic channel and the assigned traffic channel (see column 7, lines 51-62, see "new 
voice channet\ "old voice channef\ "re-tunes back! 1 and "re-establish", and see column 
6, lines 45-55 and column 8, lines 6-16 for "dropped ca/f). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to provide the above teaching of Hoogerwerf into the 
system of the Applicants admitted prior art and Schroderus in order to provide a 
technique for rerouting a wireless telephone call (see Hoogerwerf, column 1, lines 5-8). 

Regarding claim 2, the Applicant's admitted prior art further teaches the traffic 
channels are fundamental channels (see the Applicant's Background of The Invention, 
page 2 lines 1-5 "traffic channel"). 

Regarding claim 3, the Applicant's admitted prior art further teaches the physical 
channel for data transmission is a supplemental channel (see the Applicant's 
Background of The Invention, page 2 lines 1-5 "paging channel"). 

Regarding claim 4, the Applicant's admitted prior art further teaches the physical 
channel for data transmission is a common control channel (see the Applicant's 
Background of The Invention, page 2 lines 1-5 "synch channel"). 

Regarding claim 5, claim 5 is rejected with the similar reason as set forth in claim 
1 above. 

Regarding claim 8, claim 8 is rejected with the similar reason as set forth in claim 
1 above. 
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Regarding claim 9, the Applicant's admitted prior art further teaches the physical 
channel for data transmission is a common control channel (see the Applicant's 
Background of The Invention, page 2 lines 1-5 "synch channel"). 

Regarding claim 10, claim 10 is rejected with the similar reason as set forth in 
claim 1 above. 

Regarding claim 11, claim 1 1 is rejected with the similar reason as set forth in 
claim 1 above. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 09/08/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

On page 6 of applicant's remarks, applicant argues that "the next Office Action, if 
issue, must be non-final". 

In response, this Office Action should be final since applicant already amended 
the claims. 

On pages 6-8 of applicant's remarks, applicant argues that the AAPA (page 4 
lines 10-11) does not teach resuming the call on the traffic channel that is first available 
between one of a recovered traffic channel and the assigned traffic channel. 

In response, the AAPA does indeed teach resuming the call on the traffic channel 
that is first available between a recovered traffic channel and the assigned traffic 
channel (see the Applicant's Background of The Invention, page 4 lines 10-11, in the 
Applicant's Background of The Invention, any traffic channel that is available for the first 
time reads on applicant's "traffic channel that is first available") . 
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On page 8 of applicant's remarks, applicant argues that Hoogerwerf fails to teach 
"resuming a call on a traffic channel that is available earlier between a recovered traffic 
channel and an assigned traffic channel". 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies 
(i.e., resuming a call on a traffic channel that is available earlier between a recovered 
traffic channel and an assigned traffic channel) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). 
Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the 
specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 
USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).
